TOKYO, May 4.—(#)—A new anid 
stronger statement of Japan’s “Asia 
for Asiatics” policy came today from 
Foreign Minister Koki Hirota, who in- 
timated emphatically that never again 
will his nation discuss far eastern 
problems with western powers. 

“We shall not repeat what - hap- 
pened at Geneva,” Hirota-declared in 
an address to prefectural governors, 
referring to the break with the League 
of Nations over Japanese activities in 
Manchuria. 

“We have no objection whatever to 
exchanging views, if necessary, with 
each individual power regarding treaty 
rights and interests,’ ’he explained, 
and added: 

“But, .in view of the fact that on 
questions of east Asia our views were 
rejected by the powers at the Geneva 
meeting of the League of Nations 
which forced our decision to withdraw 
from the League, it would surely be 
unwise to reproduce a situation such 
as we encointered at Geneva. 

May Bar Debate. 

While only the Geneva incident was 
mentioned, observers considered that 
the minister was implying that Japan 
ted gan will debate oriental ques- 
tions equal terms with western na- 
tions, as she did in 1922 when the 
nine-power treaty was framed. 

“Japan is the principal protector of 
the stability and the peace of eastern 
Asia.” Hirota insisted. 

“It is Japan’s mission to maintain 
peace and order in eastern Asia in cn- 
operation with other countries of the 
far east. : 

“Japan sincerely desires the unifi- 
cation, integrity and prosperity of 
China. which can be attained only 
through China’s own self-awakening 
efforts.” De 
| The speech followed the general 
lines of: statements of China polies 
which started Anril. 17 with foreign. 
office snokesman’s declaration § that 
Janan holds to a “hands-off China” 
policy toward the occident. 

To Respect Treaties. 

As in his official reply to the Brit- 
ish and American ambassadors who 
asKed an explanation of the spokes- 
man’s statement, Hirota reiterated 
that Japan respects existing treaties 
and the rights of other powers in 
China. 

These treaties include the nine-pow- 
er pact with its assurances of equal 
opnortunity and the open door. 

“So-called assistance given to China 
by outside parties with selfish mo- 
tives.” Hirota declared, however. onlv 
hamners China's progress toward uni- 
fication and prosperity. . 

“Japan,” he declared. “cannot. re- 
main silent when a third party dis- 
turhs relations hetween Japan and 
China or takes action. disturbing the 
peace of east Asia. 

“Anti-Japanese movements in China 
must be stopped. Recently the Chi- 
nese hare shown an inclination to nn- 
derstand Japan's true motives, paving 
the way to a genuine understanding 
between the two countries.”

Each of the eight surgeons studies 
a single complication. By combining 
their discoveries, they hope to build 
up a new chart of methods which will 
lessen the maternal mortality of. the 

world.

Immediate action toward bringing 
the air corps up to standards set by 
foreign nations was promised by an- 
nouncement that advertisements for 
competitive bids for 110 planes—S() 
bombers and 30 attack planes—would 
be issued within the next day or two.

Foulois, chief of air corps, 
would issue invitations to airplane 
manufacturers for bids for from 300 
to 400 planes of all types purchased 
with congressional appropriations for 
the next fiscal year.

Mrs. Hugo called Dr. P. K. Lewis, 
county physician, and he hastily sum- 
moned additional medical aid. 

It was too late to save the three lit- 
tle girls, but the others were given ef- 
fective emergency treatment. 

Three of the Barrett children recov- 
ered recently from attacks of measles, 
and Barrett said he told the family 
he was giving them quinine to ward 
off fevers. 


Death Claims Creator of Hot Dog 
And First Goober Impresario 


NEW YORK, May 4.—(4)—Harry 
Mozely Stevens, who created the 
American hot dog and built a fortune 
on it, is dead at 78. 

The English-born caterer to the 
hungry appetites of millions of this 
country’s sport fans succumbed to 
arterio-sclerosis at his home here yes- 
terday after a long illness. 

Starting in a small baseball park 
at Niles, O., Stevens lived to see his 
business develop until the far-flung 
Stevens’ concessions covered every 
major league ball park, many of the 
largest race tracks, old Madison 
Square Garden and the new Grand 
Central Palace. 

Stevens sold the first hot dog (so- 
named by the late Tad Dorgan, sports 
cartoonist) at the Polo grounds in 
1900. Sausages had been sold in rolls 
before that time but the hot sausage 
in the hot roll with mustard or pickle 
was his own idea. The new delicacy 
met with immediate acclaim from hun- 
gry sports followers and quickly de- 


veloped into a national institution. | 

Almost as well known’ were His 
double-jointed peanuts. Harry Payne 
Whitney once defined Stevens as the 
man “who parlayed a bag of peanuts 
into a million dollars.” Stevens leased 
many acres of ground in Virginia 
where he grew the goobers and had 
them shipped to New York by the 
carload. 

Born in London, Stevens came to 
this country in 1882 and settled in 
Niles where his wife had friends. Aft-

upon what turned out to be his life 
career while watching a baseball 
game.

Then, using the 
general for a human screen he drove 
off down the road as the policemen 
in various towns telephoned ahead to 
the policemen in other towns to warn 
them. 

A few days later he came down the 
Hudson river in a little speed boat 
and stole the United States fleet 
which was just in from the Pacific. 
Dillinger went aboard the flag ship, 
captured the admiral, put him over 
the side on a doughnut raft, and went 
to sea.

Weirton Suit Presents 
Unique Test of Norris 
Law as Well as Battle 
Over Government’s Right 
To ‘Supervise’ Elections. 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—Chickens 
come home to roost even in legisla- 
tion. Sometimes to cure an abuse a 
law is passed and then it turns out 
that the law is a Frankenstein, 

Attorneys here are watchin? with 
considerable interest. what is happen- 
ing in the federal court at Wilming- 
ton, Del., in the effort of the gov- 
ernment to get a temporary injunc- 
tion against the Weirton Steel Co. 

For, entirely apart from the merits 
of the dispute over whether collective 
bargaining was impaired by the com- 
pany’s alleged efforts to influence its 
workmen in an election, there is an- 
other issue which has a bearing on 
how the famous Norris anti-injunc- 
tion law is going to werk when the 
government itself is a petitioner. 

Norris Law Is Hurdle. 

The law was passed to prevent fed- 
eral courts from issuing temporary in- 
junctions on the basis of affidavits. 
It was held during the congressional 
debate that federal judges were too 
easily persuaded to issue injunction 
against picketing and other labor 
union activities merely on the basis 
of affidavits. So, the practice was 
prohibited and it was insisted that 
the testimony of witnesses must be 
taken. 

But in Wilmington now both the 
government in its petition for a tem- 
porary restraining order and the com- 
pany in its reply are relying on affi- 
davits. Is the court justified in is- 
Suing a temporary order and if it 
does will this not set an important 
precedent that will circumscribe the 
effectiveness of the law? 

No Affidavit Allowed. 

Here is the. provision which 
Norris law contains: 

*No court of the United States shall 
have jurisdiction to issue a temporary 
or permanent injunction in any case 
involving or growing out of a laber 
dispute, as herein defined, except after 
hearing the testimony of witnesses in 
open court (with opportunity for 
cross examination) in support of the 
allegations of a complaint made under 
oath and testimony in opposition 
thereto,” 

_ The next question then is: What 
is a labor dispute within the mean- 
ing of the Norris law? A paragraph 
in the law gives definitions and it 
may be that the fact that the gov- 
ernment is the petitioner may present 
a new aspect, though to be sure the 
government’s action grows out of a 
labor dispute relating to an employer 
and obviously the Weirton case is ex- 
actly the type of controversy which 
it was intended to cover. 

ferdict Important. 

On technical grounds it might be 
ruled by the court that a_ petition 
by the government itself is outside the 
scope of the Norris law because the 
government is not a participant in 
the dispute. But if the court takes 
this position, it will mean that in the 
future complaints will be made to 
government agencies and insistence 
will be made that the government ap- 
ply for temporary injunctions with- 
out the necessity for bringing wit- 
nesses to court. 

Whichever way the court rules, the 
decision will be a milestone in the 
long and tortuous road which union 
labor has been traveling in its con- 
troversies with the federal courts. 

To Be Long Battle. 

Should the injunction be granted on 
the basis of affidavits, an appeal to 
the supreme court of the United States 
would doubtless be taken on this is- 
sue alone. The Weirton lawyers have 
already raised the question of the 
power of the national labor board to 
intervene in the controversy at all. 

Then there is the- problem of what 
constitutes “supervision” of an elec- 
tion. On the one hand it is contended 
that permission to supervise involved 
merely the position of an umpire in 
seeing to.it that rules laid down were 
actually carried out. On the other 
hand, there is the question of whether 
“supervision” means the right to 
change the rules of the election after 
they are agreed upon by the employes 
and their employers. It does look 
as if all thé issues in the Weirton 
case will not be finally decided for 
a long time to come.

PARIS, May 4.—(#)—A roar of 
protest resounded throughout France 
today against the general staff’s plan 
to lengthen the military service of con- 
scrints. 

General Maxine Weygand, chief of 
staff, was blamed by the socialists 
for permitting France to drift into 


a position where long service seems 
the only method by which to compen- 
sate for the low war-time bizth rate. 
Under a systga devised by former 
Premier Edouard Daladier, arrange- 
ments were made to maintain the ef- 
fectives without increasing the length 
of service, This won approval in the 
chamber of deputies, but stalled in 
the senate. 
The system was wrecked, socialists 
charged today, by the opposition of 
General Weygand and the general 
<taff—so that. they said, the French 
army is at its weakest just when 
Chancellor Adolf Hitlers German 
forces are growing strong. 
The general staff now is urging 
increasing the compulsory service of 
one year to 15 months, contemplating 
further extension if Germany con- 
tinues strengthening her military.

25. We find city streets, upon com- 
parison of the last 12 years, that the 
city of Atlanta has been much im- 
proved under the present administra- 
tion of Mr. Clarke Donaldson and his 
assistants, and they have done wonder- 
fully well and deserve the confidence 
of the taxpayers of the city of At- 
lanta. 

The various streets constructed and 
at present maintained by the city of 
Atlanta, which are designated as state 
routes, and so used, are as much a 
part of the state system as the state 
highways outside of the city limits. 
The extra heavy traffic load upon 
these streets imposes very heavy main- 
tenance costs upon the city of Atlan- 
ta, which it cannot meet under pres- 
ent city appropriations, which derive 
no revenue from automobile, gas or 
license taxes. We refer especially to 
Marietta street, Stewart avenue and 
Whitehall streets, Bankhead aveniie 
and North avenue, and we urge upon 
state highway officials 
their consideration of this matter to 
the end that funds for the. care of 
these streets be provided. 


Industrial Farm for White Boys. 

We visited the Hapeville farm for 
white boys, Colonel Nash being super- 
intendent. and found this institution 
in splendid condition, with the excep- 
tion of work left uncompleted by the 
CWA. The plastering and painting

to commend the board of trustees and 
Mr. Franklin for their untiring ef- 
forts and efficient service in behalf of 
the institution, and that they should 
receive the full co-operation of the 
county at large in the performance of 
their work. 
Battle Hill Sanatorium. 

We visited Battle Hill sanatorium 
and found Dr. Bradfield. the superin- 
tendent, at his desk. Dr. Bradfield 
has held the position for the past 20 
years, during which time most of the 
buildings now in use have been con- 
structed and practically all of the im- 
provements have been installed dur- 
ing his tenure in office. There are 
37 1-2 acres in the tract and room for 
more units as funds are available to 
build them. Just now there is under 
construction a unit for colored chil- 
dren, something that is badly needed. 
The CWA furnished funds for this 
purpose. The walls are now up, but 
unfortunately the CWA has suspended 
work on the job and it is not known 
when, if ever, it will be resumed. 

We found the sanitary conditions 
good. The place is kept very clean, 
scrubbing going on almost continuous- 
ly. The doctor advised that this is 
necessary to keep down disease germs. 
and that so far as he knows, none of 
the attendants have ever contracted tu- 
berculosis at Battle Hill. 

Dr. Bradfield explained that the 
Sanitarium is owned and operated by 
the city of Atlanta, Fulton county as 
a usual thing, contributes around $10,- 
000 annually and that the county 
funds are used for additions and bet- 
terments. Last year the county only 
paid in $7,000, due to a shortage of 
funds. The amount that the county 
pays would not take care of the coun- 
ty patients. However, the doctor is 
not complaining. There are approxi- 
mately 250 beds and all of them occu- 
any at all times, with a heavy waiting 
ist. 

In going through the wards the doc- 
tor had a pleasant word for the pa- 
tients, seems to know each one per- 
sonally and to take a personal inter- 
est in each one, and to be highly re- 
garded by them. By virtue of his long 
association with the facts and fig- 
ures regarding a plant of this nature, 
and his thonghtful consideration of all 
details, we feel that he should be com- 
mended for his good work.

Board of Commissioners, Budget, Ex- 
senses and Property. 

Current Deficit. 

Findings — Consolidated balance 
sheet for Fulton county as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1933, shows a current deficit 
of $461,716.73. Similar report for De- 
cember 31, 1924, showed a current 
surplus of $891,609.27. In nine years 
of operation this current surplus de- 
creased $1,353,326. However, even in 
the face of a reduction in tax receipts 
of $254,738.94, the current deficit was 
reduced $160,172.59, as compared with 
December, 31, 1932. According to the 
budget estimates for 1934, a still fur- 
ther reduction of $46,592.85 was an- 
ticipated during the eurrent year. The 
budget report for February, however, 
indicated that this anticipated reduc- 
tion was wiped out: by adjustment of 
salaries for the year 1934. 


Recommendations—In view of the 
heavy cost incurred in carrying a large 
current deficit, its liquidation should 
be accomplished as rapidly as _ pos- 
sible. As a means to assist in doing 
this we recommend collection of busi- 
ness licenses from industries beyond 
the limits of incorporated municipali- 
ties. At the time deficit is cleared 
this license tax could form a part of 
current revenues.

Recommendations—It is recommend-

Findings—Since the advent of per- 
manent registration in 1928, the coun- 
ty has found it necessary. to maintain 
a list of qualified voters, the cost of 
which is approximately $10,000 per 

ear. 

. Recommendations — The committee 
recommends that registration be 
placed on a cash basis and required 
every two years. In this manner the 
collections of poll taxes would be ex- 
pedited and the cost of maintaining 
list of voters virtually eliminated. 

(The county receives no part of poll 
taxes which are collected for the 
state.) 

Memorandum on Purchases. 

If Fulton county could collect its 
taxes in quarterly installments, or 
every four months, it would not only 
lighten the burden on taxpayers in 
having smaller payments to meet, but 
would save approximately $75,000 
each year in interest, which the coun- 
ty’ pays, and would also save some tax- 
payers interest by their being able to 
meet their payments. 

To act as an additional inducement 
to pay taxes promptly, a reasonable 
schedule of discounts could be applied, 
similar to the system practiced by the 
city of Atlanta. : 

The most important point would 
be that Fulton county would then 
be in a position to make its purchases 
much more economically for the rea- 
son that merchants would not have 
to wait until the subsequent March 
to receive their pay, and they would 
naturally quote much better prices. 

Courthouse Building. 

Findings—An inspection of the 
courthouse building and its furnish- 
ings and fixtures was made. ‘They 
were found to be in a much better 
state of maintenance than would nor- 
mally be expected of property of this 
nature. Generally speaking, the grand 
jury believes that this building is 
maintained and operated in an effi- 
cient manner, but suggests the fol- 
lowing. 

Recommendations—That 
tinguishers be placed in_ sufficient 
quantities in places forming’ such 
“fire traps” as the store room and 
work shop in the basement. It also 
believes that the matter of operating 
the elevators in the courthouse, be- 
ing of a hazardous nature, should be 
conducted on a more _ business-like 
basis.

Memorandum on Jail. 


The following is a brief outline of 
how the jail condition could be rem- 
edied and also give more space to 
those departments in the courthouse 
that are now crowded. 

The county now owns the entire 
frontage on Hunter street from Pryor 
to Central avenue. Half of this front- 
age is covered with small stores. The 
plan would be to tear these stores 
down and build an extension to the 
present courthouse building covering 
this frontage. This building would 
include quarters for prisoners, the 
sheriff’s office, county police, and pos- 
sibly one or two other departments. 
This would give plenty of space in 
the present courthouse, especially for 
the clerk of superior court office and 
the tax collector and tax receiver on 
the first floor, and it would also give 
a great deal more storage space where 
the detention room for prisoners is 
now located. 

The financing of this could be done 
by using the $155,000 which is now 
contemplated being received from the 
federal government, selling the pres- 
ent jail building and land and, if nec- 
essary, selling part of the Alms house

The office of clerk of superior court 
does not have any one designated as 
chief deputy or chief clerk. On ac- 
count of the frequent absences of

Permanent records in this depart- 
ment which are not subject to fre- 
quent réference, such as photostatic 
copies of writs, are bound and filed 
in binders costing $17.40 each and 
placed in expensive roller type metal 
cases. Binders costing not more than 
$1 each, and wood type shelves, would 
serve the same purpose and save ap- 
proximately $2,000 per year on this 
item alone.

To the best 
of our knowledge and belief the offi- 
cers of Fulton county are capable, 
conscientious and honest. We believe 
further that the people of this coun- 
ty are foptunate in having a board 
of commissioners to serve them and a 
chairman of such board so capable of 
handling such offices. Much has been 
accomplished under their administra- 
tion in the way of reducing both ex- 
penses and taxes. 

The county auditors, Respess & 
Respess, rendered this y much as- 
sistance in its investigation and we 
wish to make mention of the fact that 
the accounting matters of this county 
are in capable hands. 

Kidnaping. 

We deem kidnaping as one of the 
most horrible crimes and because of 
its prevalence throughout this country, 
we recommend:

CLARKES FOUND GUILTY 
ON CHARGES OF FRAUD 


Former Klan Leader and 
Wife Are Convicted in 
Esskaye Case. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 4.~ 
(P)—Edward Young Clarke and his 
wife, Martha Ann Clarke, organizers 
of Esskaye, Inc., secret fraternal so- 
clety, were found guilty on six of 
seven counts of using the mails ta 
defraud im connection with the organ 
ization, in federal court here today. 

Testimony was introduced by the 
government during the five-day trial 
to show that thousands of dollars of 
pioneer certificates in Esskaye, Inc., 
were sold by the Clarkes, principally 
in Georgia. 

Immediately after the verdict was 
read this afternoon, defense attorneys 
made a motion for a new trial and 
arguments on the motion were started, 

The government charged that Clarke 
formed the fraternity for the purpose 
of obtaining money by fraudulent 
means. 


Former Klan Head. 


_Clarke formerly was a national of- 
ficer of the Ku Klux Klan. 

The defense maintained that Clarke, 
as one of the organizers of the klan, 
saw millions enrolled in that order 
and believed the same thing could be 
accomplished by Esskaye, Inc. 


Clarke maintained his composure | 


when the verdict was announced, but 
Mrs. Clarke sobbed slightly. 

The maximum nalty on 
count is a fine of $1,000 or 
years imprisonment, or both. 

The court clerk’s office could not 
say whether the sentences would run 
concurrently on each count, as that 
is at the discretion of the court. 

_ Bond Plea Granted. 

Motion for an arrested’ judgment 
was denied, but the court granted a 
plea for bond pending passing of sen- 
tence. The court first said their old 
bonds of $5,000 each would be suffi- 
cient but it later was discovered that 
the old bonds were temporary, issued 
at Washington, and would not do. 

The Clarkes were taken in custody 
and the United States marshal’s of- 
fice said they would be placed in jail 
pending receipt of a new bond. 

Faced with the prospect of going 
to jail, Mrs. Clarke became hysterical 
and it was some time before she re- 
gained her composure.

WILMINGTON, Del., May 4— 
(UP)—The government’s first attempt 
to enforce the’ collective bargaining 
provisions of the NRA rested with 
federal Judge John P. Nields tonight. 

After four days of argument on the 
government’s petition for a temporary 


restraining order against the Weir- 
ton Steel Company, the federal attor- 
neys completed their case this after- 
noon, , 

During the course of the hearing 
several broad principles involving the 
constitutionality of the NRA and the 
social and economic philosophy of the 
recovery program were presented to 
the court. 

The government contended the steel 
company violated the collective bar- 
gaining provision of the act during an 
election to formulate a so-called com- 
pany union in the mills. The company, 
however, maintained that more than 
80 per cent of the workmen voted in 
favor of the company plan. 

Caleb S. Layton, steel company at- 
torney, declared the NRA labor pro- 
visions were unconstitutional because 
they were opposed to the “‘due process 
clause” ’and the interstate commerce 
clausg of the constitution.

BREAK CHRIST’S LAW 
SAYS FIRST LADY 


PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—(?)— 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt today 
told the national convention of the 
Young Women’s Christian Association 
that she did not see how “we can fol- 
low the teachings of Christ and still 
allow some of the things we stand for 
in this country.”

_In Georgia’s Fields and Streams

Your naturalist has had a shock. 
For many a year now he has thought 
of Desmognathus fuscus as being the 
dominant salamander of the genus at 


least as far north as Dahlonega, with 


occasional infiltrations of Desmog- 
nathus phoca entering the range of 
fuscus ‘here and there. Today, Fred 
Barkalow walked in with a jar full 
of what is an indisputable phoca from 
Cobb county. Another preconceived 
notion of distribution bites the dust. 


A pair of feet from an osprey were 
sent to me’ the other day. The bird 
was said to have a wing spread of 
five feet. nine inches. I can well be- 
liéve it, for the greatest spread of 
claws on these feet is over four and 
a half inches. Pity the fish that these 
talons sink into. The longest ‘is bet- 
ter than an inch and a half. measured 
around the curve. This brings to 
mind the feet of another large hawk, 
this time a red-tail, that was sent in 
from Ellijay a few weeks back. They 
were mighty large feet, although I do 
not remember the measurements now. 


Still speaking of feet, I have the 
feet of two pigeons, both of which 
wear bands. It seems that these feet 
were taken from pigeons that a farm- 
er killed and gave to the rural mail 
carrier, who, in turn, sent them to me. 
If any of you have lost any homing 
pigeons recently, give me the num- 
bers and I will give you the feet. 
There is some certain fascination 
about ‘homing pigeons, I suppose, but 
fortunately I have never been exposed 
to the virulent infection of pigeon 
breeding. I have fought against it, as 
a matter of fact. 


Turtles are gradually becoming con- 
vinced that spring has.come. The 
small musk turtles and mud turtles 
are beginning to move upstream and 
prepare for breeding season. This 
gives the turtle season its official 
start. Now the ponds will be full of 
them before long, sunning their lazy 
ways through life on some half sunk- 
en log. What an idyllic existence!

“Colonel Bradley, suh,’”’ he said, ‘‘de stars say dat yo hoss 
Blue Again quine to win dis heah Derby.” 

“You are just talking,’ said the Colonel. 

“No, suh,” he said, “‘de stars do de talkin’. Not me. 

And de same stars whut said Broker’s Tip say Blue 

Again.” 

And so there you are. The Colonel’s building is gam- 
bling. And no gambler passes up a hunch like that. At any 
rate, Blue Again is still in the Derby. And 1 doubt if the Colo- 
nel scratches him tomorrow. If the stars are talking, they are 


. worth $300, the price one pays to enter a horse in the Derby. 


THE COLONEL TALKS OF JOCKEYS. 
Colonel Bradley once lost something like a quarter of a 
million dollars by winning a race. And, sportsman that he is, 


he gave $5,000 to the boy who cost him that fortune. 


This was in the running of the 1921 Derby, which 
was won by Behave Yourself, Black Servant, another 
Bradley horse, was second. 

The story of that lost quarter of a million is this: 

Black Servant was the best bet in the Bradley stables. 

He had been backed steadily in the winter books. The 

Colonel had backed him down from 100 to 1 to 15 

to 1. And was still putting up money. When the Derby 

was run they came into the stretch with Black Servant 

leading. Lawrence Lyke had a leg up on Black Servant. 

Lyke looked around. He saw that his only threat was 
Behave Yourself, with a country boy named Charley Thomp- 


son riding him. Lyke figured that Thompson would know about 


that money and stay back there. 

But he suddenly realized that Thompson was riding 
to win. And before he could shake Black Servant 
loose, Thompson had made his move and had passed 
him to win. 

Colonel Bradtey got the Derby purse of $50,000. He lost 
a quarter of a million because he had bet nothing on the win- 
ner in the future books. 

But he gave $5,000 each to the jockeys. 

The Colonel won’t say any word of criticism here, 
but he will speak out about poor riders. The jockeys 
mean everything. The Colonel feels that if Don Meade 
had been able to ride Bazaar in the training trials this 
week he would be the favorite. Exercise boys got the 
filly off her stride. 

Bradley believes that a poor ride by Mack Garner on Blue

Bronze Wing ran third in 1914. 

Viva America was third in 1918. 

Prudery ran third in 1921. 

Regret won in 1915, And now comes 
Mata Hari, queen of the Blue Grass. 

There are a great many “ifs” con- 
cerned with her race. Admittedly she 
is the greatest gamble in it. Her sex 
is against her. Fillies do not run well 
in the spring. 

She is placed No. 4 at the post.

I reached the downs after a wild 
ride through crowded traffic. The 
fire was just being brought under 
control and the scene was a weird 
and terrible one. 

More than 200 horses had been led 
from the burning barns and from 
those near by . They had been loosed 
into the infield. 

In the infield some stallions were 
fighting, their screams echoing. There 
was the thud of hoofs in the dark as 
the 200 fire-maddened horses gallop- 
ed back and forth. 

THEY KNEW. 

From the barns came the excited 
neighing of the 800 or more there. 
They knew something was wrong. The 
instinct told them that fire was at 
hand. This and a blanket of smoke 
made Churchill Downs a bizarre and 
terrible sight. 

As the fire came under control and 
it became obvious that the remaining 
barns were safe, the huge infield in- 
side the mile track was dotted with 
bobbing lanterns as groups went out 
to catch the horses. 

There were many unsung heroes 
there tonight. The ragged army of 
swipes and stable valets and grooms- 
men, white and black, did heroic jobs 
in getting the horses out tonight. 

I saw many of them with burned 
hands and faces. The fire might have 
been a tremendous tragedy. As it 
was all horses- were saved. 

A number of them were injured 3 
a minor way by being kicked or ruf- 
ning into the fence. But there were, 
after a late check. re severe injuries. 


“It won’t do the horses any good,” he said.

Miss Hughes transcribed more than 
100 book lists into Braille for the bene- 
bfit of hundreds of blind persous 
throughout Georgia and = adjacent 
states, her lists containing the titles 
and descriptions of all books written 
in Braille which are distributed by the 
library commission. 

Miss Wheatcroft said for years 
blind persons were sent printed lists 
and many had requested that the tab-

ulations be transcribed into Braille. 
The CWA project, which was directed 
by Miss Wheatcroft, made possible the 
work done by Miss Hughes. 

The Atlanta girl worked in the 
commission library at the state capi- 
tol for three months, raising the dots 
and symbols by hand so that bling 
persons henceforth will be able to 
choose their own books. Miss Hughes 
had assistance in the work but all the 
Braille was done by her.
